Your  Excellency, 

On  account  of  tne  importance  of  tne 
following  matter  I  taxe  the  liberty  of  applying  to 
iour  Excellency  personally. 

According  to  tne  newspapers  an  ap- 
paratus for  rendering  visiole  at  night  ail  Kinas  01 
objects  has  been  invented  in  London,  and  realized  by 
the  authorities  for  war  purposes.  This  news,  tnou^n 
laconic,  convinces  me  that  tne  above  mentioned  in- 
vention is  nearly  identical  /vith  one  of  my  o/m,  vhich 
1  submitted  to  tne  ralestine  Government  in  tnree  let- 
ters, dated  8th, 15th,  and  25th  of  October  1959.  Ac- 
cording to  tne  replies  from  the  Chief  Secretary's  Of- 
fice, dated  October  20th  and  November  4th,  1939, 
(C/355/39)  the  matter  #as  forwarded  to  His  Majesty's 
Government,  i  then  received  a  negative  answer  , date i 
January  1st,  from  the  Department  of  Scientific  Eesearch 
and  Experiment.  But  the  London  inventor,  too,  as  1  learn 
from  tne  above  mentijned  news,  was  first  considered  as 
an  impracticable  matter  of  mere  theoretical  interest. 

if  the  information  given  in  tne  news- 
papers is  right,  my  invention  is  more  comprehensive 
than  that  of  the  London  inventor.  It  renders  visible 
submarines  under  vater  ana  maK.es  it  possible  to  aim  at 
them;  on  the  other  hand  it  gives  submarines  the  possi- 
bility to  act  without  rising  *ith  tneir  periscopes. 
By  means  of  my  invention  it  is  possible  to  film  from 
planes  at  night,  and  to  see  inairectly  the  enemy  planes. 
I  daresay,  we  might  even  succed  in  seeing  objects  be- 
nind  a  smoke  screen.  1  Knew  that  the  experts  were  mis- 
taken and  was  very  sorry  lor  the  great  loss  caused  by 
that  refusal.  Eut  lacKing  ail  possibility  oi  constructing 
complicated  contrivances,  myself,  lor  tne  necessary  ex- 
periments, 1  had  no  -vay  of  convincing  tne  experts. 
A  number  of  other  suggestions  for  *ar  pur^osesv  5/39) 
nad  the  same  fate:  thanxs  and  refusal.   But  1  was  con- 
vinced tnen  and  1  am  now  the  more  convinced  of  the  value 
and  practicability  of  my  inventions.  The  indirect  proof 
of  it  encourages  me  to  apply  to  Your  Excellency  vith 
the  following  requests: 

(1)  Kindly  to  have  ail  my  above  mentioned  sug- 
gestions thoroughly  re-examined 

(2)  Specially  to  make  use  of  my  invention  which- 
according  to  tne  imormation  ^iven  in  the 
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newspapers  -  being  far  more  comprehensive  than  that 
of  the  ^ondon  inventor,  is  apprppriate  to  complete 
and  perfect  the  latter  invention. 

(5)  To  consider  the  fact  that  if  1  were  given  the  tech- 
nical means  I  do  not  dispose  of,  and  tne  possibility 
of  concentrating  in  technical  problems, I  could  achieve 
useful  war  work,  all  the  more  as  there  is  a  series  of 
suggestions  which  -  discouraged  by  refusals  -  1  have 
not  ventured  yet  to  submit. 

1  apologize  in  advance  for  now  approaching  Your 
Excellency  in  a  personal  matter: 

I  have  been  informed  that  my  mother,  my  sister 
and  my  brother-in-law  have  been  deported  by  tne  Get- 
mans  to  a  small  town  in  Western  Poland,  ay  most  ar- 
dent aesire  is  to  save  them  as  soon  as  possible. 

iay  iour  excellency  Kindly  remember  that  it  is  not 
my  fault  that  my  inventions  nave  hitherto  not  been 
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way  Your  excellency  take  into  consideration  my 
endeavours  for  a  maximal  contribution  to  the  »ar  Ef- 
fort •  „ 

May  Your  Excellency  help  me  to  facilitate  as  soon 
as  possible  the  immigration  of  my  nearest  relatives 
into  Palestine.  _ 
I  am  quite  aware  that  these  last  paragraphs  of 
my  letter  ought  to  have  been  the  contents  of  a  sepa- 
rate application.  But  i  hope  that  the  well  known  ur- 
gent circumstances  will  not  fail  to  justify  their  hav- 
ing been  added  here.
